Support for Intelligence Participation in the 
East-Nest Exchange Program 


1. DC.tD 2/6 assigns to CIA, as a service of common concern, 
the cooremation of intelligence interests related to East-Nest 
exchanges., In cooperation with other interested agencies, CIA 
advises the Soviet and Eastern European Exchanges Staff (SES) of 
the Department of State on all intelligence aspects related to 
exchanges. The focal point for this activity in CIA is the FTqt 
Staff 

Exchange Staff acts a^h^ecretar^^o^h^nteragency 
Intelligence Advisory Group on Exchanges (IIAGE) and must request 
opinions rrom substantive offices of CIA regarding activities 
involving the US-Soviet Bloc exchange programs. Briefly, the 
principal support consists of serving, at the most, a total of 

c /! qUe , StS pSr m ° nth (for both 0RR and 0SI ) originating 
with SES/State for intelligence opinions as to the desirability of 

permitting Soviet Bloc nationals to carry out exchange programs 
m the US. It also involves participation in other intelligence 
activity related to US exchanges with the Soviet Bloc. 


2. Collection Guidance Staff (CGS) has informed us that 
because of personnel cuts, it can no longer provide the liaison 
support to the Exchange Staff necessary to carry out the 

intelligence activities outlined above. This support was origi- 
nally carried out by representatives of ORR and 0SI and was sub- 
sequently transferre^^GS^Vhen ORR was last handling this 

directly , served as the liaison officer 

and was very effective.
